He was therefore 
the first white man to cross the Do- 
minfon from sea to sea, 

On reaching the coast, Mackenzie 
was told by the natives of a wonder- 
ful ship with sails that had recently 
been seen by some of their number. 
This vessel was undoubtedly the ship 
lof Captain Vancouver, who was ex- 
ploring along the coast about that 

time. By a strange coincidence these 
ifeeees great explorers, one by land and 

; the other by sea, only missed meeting 
[each other by a few days. Of the 
many remarkable Incidents with 
| which the history of Canada teems, 
lenens this is the most remarkable of 
all, 

For his great and glorious exploits 
Alexander Mackenzie was — fittingly 
Knighted by King George the Third, 
the following year, and thus wag Great 
Britain's claims to the vast territor- 
ies of Central and Western Canada 
made secure for all time, Such are 
some of the victories which have 
crowned the magnifictnce of human 
endeavor in the history of this great 
Dominion, 

The North-West Trading and) Fur 
Company lost no time in taking ad- 
vantage of the new fields explored, 
and inany new trading-posts were es- 
tablished. Meanwhile Fort Vancouver 
had been established in 1825, and Port 
Simpson oon the mainland in 1834, 
Victoria, founded by James Douglas 
in 1848, became the headquarters for 
the territory west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, and the Hudson's Bay Company 
constituted its entire government, 


In 1849, Vancouver [sland was de- 
clared a Crown Colony; and in 1858 
the British Government declared the 
Mainland to be a Crown Colony also, 
under the name of British Columbia, 
In 1866 the two Colonies were united, 
and five years later, in 187, British 
Columbia entered Confederation and 
became a part of the great Dominion 
of Canada,

Before taking up the actual subject 
of Confederation, it would be well for 
us to consider for a few moments, the 
position. of that huge tract of terri- 
tory) formerly) known as Rupert's 
Land, now, ine part, the province of 
Manitoba. The story of this region 
of our Country begins about 1610, 
with the explorations of Henry Huad- 
son, tt distinguished lMnglish naviga- 
tov. In 1608 he explored the Tludson 
River, andéon his: last voyage dis- 
covered the great Bay and Strait that 
now bears his name, arly in 1611 
his crew mutinied, and cruelly. set 
him and his son, with seven of his 
crew, adrift ino an open boat, upon 
the bleak and ice-covered waters. of 
Hudson's Bay; and nothing further! 
was ever seen or heard of the intrep- 
id explorer and his unfortunate com- 
panions, In 1612, Slr Thomas Button 
wis sent in search of Hudson, and 
entered the Nelson River—one of the 
flsrt white men to set foot within the 
boundaries of the province of Mani- 


toba as we know it today.

To pilot vessels across 
the great ‘incharted wastes of che 
Hudson's Bay and James’ Bay was 
full of danger from {ce-packs and hid- 
den rocks; to cultivate a friendly, 
trade with savage tribes speaking 
strange tongues was no easy matter;

The Romance of The Yukon 

The discovery of placer gold, in the 
closing years of the last century, on 
the Klondike River, tributary of the 
mighty Yukon, was Canada’s greatest 
‘hational romance, 

The credit for the Yukon’s discov- 
eru is now generally given to Robert 
Henderson, an old pioneering miner, 
although Carmack, who was luckier 
than Henderson insomuch as he made 
a fortune, whereas Henderson did not, 
ig sometimes mistakenly mentioned 
as the discoverer. 

The news of the discovery of June, 
1896, filtered out to the world, and in 


1897 the rush started... Some tried to 
reach the new camp overland from 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, and, deci- 
mated in numbers and. shattered in 
health, reached the northland after a 
year of hardships. Others proceeded 
from Seattle and Vancouver fifteen 
hundred miles up the Pacific to Dyea 
and Skagway, crossed the: Chilcott 
Ranges on foot and floated five hun- 
dred miles down the Yukon on impro- 
vised boats and rafts. 

Canada has reason to be proud of 
her Yukon administration, The Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police, as the 
force was then called, was early on 
the scene aud policed the country in 
a manner that gave safety and stabil- 
ity to the new camps. 

The late William Oyilvy, who had 
spent many years in the northland 
for the Dominion Government, was 
appointed governor of the new terri- 
tory. Governed at first by a council. 
appointed by Ottawa, the newly 
opened territory was soon giyen a 
measure of home rule government. A 
railway was built from the Pacitic to 
White Horse and a line of steamers 
soon plied on the Yukon. By this 
time there were regular sailings be- 
tween Seattle, Vancouver and Skag- 
way, and thus within three or four 
years of the first rush to this isolated 
hinterland travellers could journey in 
the greatest comfort to the heart of

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the newly opened territory, At the 
same time the Dominion Government 
built an overland telegraph line, north 
from Ashereft in Bitish Columbia to 
Dawson,’ giving the new territory di- 
rect telegraphic communication with 
the outer world. 

For the first six‘or seven years min- 
ing was entirely placer, the first two 
or three years being by most prim- 
itive methods. It wes in 1904 or 1905 
that the first of the mighty ‘dredges 
Was shipped north, and these, work- 
ing in the vast river bottoms during 
the hundred days from frost to frost, 
gouged daily out of the gravel some 
five thousand dollars’ worth of virgin 
gold, 

It was some six years after the dis- 
covery that the gold production of 
Yukon reached its highest and from 
that time, in spite of other discoveries 
outside the watershed of the Klondike 
River, the output steadily declined. 
The Klondike gold deposits were of a 
lavishness that is only uncovered once 
or twice a century. To-day Dawson 
and the Yukon Territory is peopled 
by a few white people, some of whom 
reached the northland shortly after 
the original discovery. These men 
are still hoping for another “IKlon- 
dike” at which they will be among 
the first on the scene. The hopes of 
those who still remain in the north 
awaiting another gold discovery, are 
not unreasonable. In the vast area 
of Yukon, ice-bound for over two- 
thirds of each year, there must still 
be hidden vast deposits of gold that 
time and chance will yet uncover. 


Canada’s Fuel Problem 


At the time of Confederation Can- 
ada had no fuel problem. Every farm 
had a wood lot and forests skirted the 
towns and cities. Wood was almost 
the universal fuel and it could be ob- 
tained at very low cost. Woo is now 
about the least economical fuel. 
“King Coal” has usurped the place of 
the monarchs of the forest. 

Canada possesses one-sixth of the 
world’s supply of coal, but the areas 
of production are so distributed that 
she is forced to import over half her 
annual supply. 

The coal industry of Vancouver Is- 
land has to face the competition of 
cheap oil fuel from California, Mexico 
and Peru. Alberta needs to extend 
her markets so as to absorb the pro- 
duction she is capable of making, 
New Brunswick faces the problem of 
how best to mine her thin seams; in 
Nova Scotia there are problems of 
markets and submarine mining. 

The greatest problem is connected 
with our imports of coal into the 
coaless area of Central Canada, and 
the most urgent phase of this is to se- 
cure a substitute for about 5,000,000 
tons of anthracite imported from the 
United States, and to this problem the 
Fuel Board is giving special atten- 
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SCREEN DOORS and 
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Phone us and we will come and show you how lit- 
tle it will cost to build that new house, barn, ad- 
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tion. There are several reasons for 
this, among the most important be- 
ing: (1) The certainty of the ulti- 
mate exhaustion of the American an- 
thracite supply; (2) possibility of an 
embargo against export; (3) rising 
prices; (4) the fact that Canada can- 
not control supply, price, or quality of 
this coal. 

The danger of Canada's dependence 
on American anthracite was empha- 
sized by the strike in the United 
States coal fields in 1922. Manufac- 
turing industries were jeopardized 
and hardships endured by people gen- 
erally. A substityte was a necessity 
for the impprted anthracite. Atten- 
tion was tutned to the prodiction of 
coke, In ‘1923 the consumption of 
coke in Ontario and Quebec was 275,- 
000 tons; in 1925 this had risen to 
667,000 tons. At the last session of 
the Federal Parllament a Bill was in- 
troduced providing a subsidy applic- 
able to the erection of by-product cok- 
ing plant. This measure had a dual 
purpose—to assist the Canadian min- 
ing industry and to relieve the fuel 
situation in the industrial areas. If 
10 per cent of Canadian coal is used 
the manufacturer is entitled to the 
full subsidy but if less than 50 per 
cent no subsidy {ts paid. 

There would be no fuel problem if 
our coal fields were situated near our 
industrial centres, but unfortunately 
they are in the far east and far 
west, whereas our great+centres of 
population and industry are in On- 
tario and Quebec. To meet this situ- 
ation the question is so to adjust 
freight rates that the eastern and 
western coal can reach central Can- 
ada at a price tht will enable it to 
compete with the United States pro- 
duet. 

The coal situation would have been 
more acute had it not been for the 


development of the water-powers. In} 
> 


1913 the consumption of coal was 4. 
tons per capita; in 1926, only 3.5. 
During this period population. had in- 
creased about 25 per cent, but the in- 
stalled turbine water-power 170 per 
cent. It would require 270,000,000 
tons of coal to do the work done by 
the 4,556,000 turbine, horse-power in- 
stalled at the end of 1926, 

Coke and “white coal” will go far to 
solve the fuel problem and free the 
Dominion from dependence on the 
United States mine operators. 


Wheat Pools 

Canadians should enter the Diaa 
mond Jubilee year of Confederation 
conscious that after sixty years of ef- 
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fort, and although as far as popula- 
tion is concerned, a comparatively 
insignificant people, they have won 
the crown of leadership in many im- 
portant spheres of activity, In sever- 
al fields of human endeavor Canada 
to-day is making history and the eyes 
of the civilied world are upon her, 

This is particularly true of co-op- 
erative marketing. In the prairie 
provinces there is now being worked 
out the greatest co-operative experi- 
ment that has ever been attempted. 
One hundred thousand farmers have 
pledged their all—for that is what it 
amounts to—in,order to create a giant 
co-operative grain marketing organi- 
zation, In 1927 it will handle more 
than 200,00,000 bushels of grain in- 
volving $275,000,000. ‘If it is recalled 
that the gross income of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in 1925 was less thn 
$200,000,000 and that of the Canadian 
National Railway less than $250,000,- 
000 something of the magnitude of 
the new venture may be imagined. 

Impelled by the discontent and dis- 
satisfaction of the prairie farmers, it 
has been thrust up through the strata 
of the business world with the un- 
controllable force of a voleano, The 
effects of the eruption upon organ- 
ized business, particularly the grain 
business, already have been profound 
and have not yet been felt to the full, 

Few people in eastern Canada re- 
alize the importance of the western 
crop in the business life of the Do- 
minion, Every harvest brings a 
wheat crop varying from 350,000,000 
bushels to 475,000,000 of which less 
than 35,000,000 bushels are — pro- 
duced in Bastern Canada, The crop 
in 1926 was 409,000,000 bushels. Home 
market requirements for food and 
seed do not exceed $0,000,000 bushels, 
leaving a vast surplus for export. This 
year the United States, China and 
Japan, and European countries, will 
pay us $500,000,000 for our grain. 

This enormous amount of money 
will fall—like a golden Niagara—into 
the business reservoir of Canada, to 
flow out through countless irrigation 
channels and renew the vitality of a 
thousand industries, 

The idea 6f co-operative grain mar- 
keting germinated on the prairies dur- 
ing the years of agricultural depres- 
sion following the slump of 1921, The 
object was to gain for the producers 
the profits now reaped by middlemen, 
The first pool was formed in 1923 and 
before the close of 1924, pools had 
been organized in all three prairie 
provinces.
